Irons Useful in Sewing Room. 
There are a great 
many 
home 
dressmakers who completely 
ignore 
the existence of the flatiron, when 
as a matter of fact its use is ab­ 
solutely essential for a neat looking 
and well fitting garment. No matter 
what kind ef a tailored ga.'meiit is 
being marie, the 
flatiron is needed 
from the start to the finish, and there 
is nothing that can be used in its 
place. 
Each seam of a cloth gar­ 
ment should be pressed carefully and 
thoroughly as soon as it is sewed 
for the last time and the completed 
tailored garment receives its finish­ 
ing touches from the iron. In press­ 
ing a garment be sure not to stretch 
it in the pressing process. 
For ex­ 
ample, if you are 
pressing a skirt 
(and skirts as well as jackets need 
this all during their 
existence as 
well as when new), place it right 
sitie down on cbe Ironing board and 
smooth it carefully so that it 
lies 
evenly and smoothly on the 
board 
and then place a stool or chair un- 
iler the board to support the rest of 
the skirt and prevent it from drag­ 
ging out of place the part which ii 
on the board. 
When jplaits ha^ s to 
be .basted into plac*^ use fine thread 
Instead of coarse thread, 
which is 
apt to leave a mark. Let the iron be 
a moderately heavy 
one, and after 
laying a damp cloth over the part to 
be pressed, press but do not rub the 
garment.

pressing it do not slide the iron up 
and down and crosswise, but when 
changing it from place to place lift 
it, move the iron
